R. L. Henry.of Texas, 
chairman of the Rules Committee of 
the House, will make an effort during 
the coming session of Congress to 
amend the Sherman anti-trust law 
that "trust criminals," as he terms 
them, may be put in ail when the> 
violate the law. He is convinced there 
is no ether remedy for the trust evil. 

"Fines and dissolution suits are 
child's play for trust magnates," he 
said, explaining the bill he will intro- 
duce. "Felon's stripes is the only 
remedy for these commercial outlaws 
who violate the law. My bill legis- 
lates the 'rule of reason' out of the 
Sherman law, and specifically defines 
just what constitutes a trust, so that 
there can be no further evasion on the 
ground that the statute is ambiguous." 

The Henry bill will provide for im- 
prisonment for not Jess than two years 
for each violation. The Texas mem 
her has assurances, he says, that his 
bill will become a law.

The official majority of Governor 
McCreary is 31.335 in the whole State. 
KHe received 226.771 votes as against 
195,436 for O'Kear. McDermott receiv- 
ed 221,534, as against 190.890 for Bris- 
tow, a majority of 30,644. 

Compilation of figures in the other 
races has not yet been completed, and 
will not be until this afternoon. 

The total vote least in the election 
for Governor's race was 422,207, as 
compared with 410,909 in the Hager- 
Willson race in 1907. McCreary receiv- 
ed 30,343 more votes than did Judge 
Hager, and O'Rear received 19,045 
votes less than did Gov. Willson, four 
years ago.

Kentucky Ranks Sixteenth. 

Contrary to general belief in the 
value of horses Kentucky ranks six- 
teenth among the States of the Union, 
while in the value of mules she ranks 
fifth, as also in the value of asses and 
burros. 

These facts were made public in 
tables prepared by the Census Bureau 
and announced Thursday. The tables 
show: 

That the valuejof Kentucky's horses, 
mules asses and burros is $71,974,426. 
a figure exceeded by fifteen States, 
headed by Iowa. 

That the number of Kentucky's 
horses, mules, asses and burros is 
672,153. 

That the value of Kentucky's horses 
is $44,747,640. their total number 
442.539, of whicch 387.366 are mature. 

That the value of Kentucky's asses 
and burros is $846,266, and they num- 
ber 4,667. 

That the average value of a mature 
Kentucky horse is $106.22 anof a ma- 
ture mule $124.50. 

The average value of a mature horse 
in this country is $112.53, or $6 more 
than a Kentucky horse, and the aver- 
age value ot a mule in the United 
States is $131.04, or $7 more than a 
Kentucky mule.

Tainted news articles are being sent 
out from Washington to the effect that 
if the steel trust is forced to dissolve 
—it will he too bad for the poor con- 
sumers, for they will henceforth be de- 
prived of the "economy of production" 
resulting from the one man manage- 
ment of the steel business of the coun- 
try. The literature goes on to say 
that a great saving has been effected 
by the scientific systemization of steel 
manufacture by the trust. 

The fact is, however, that the pres- 
ent prices of tin plate, wire and wire 
products, are from ten to fifty per 
cent higher than the prices that pre- 
vailed before the formation of the tin 
plate and wire trusts in 18i)8. As a 
result of the "economy of production" 
which accompanied the birth of the 
barb wire trust, the price of that 
article jumped from $1.80 per hundred 
pounds in 1898, to $4 13 in 1899. The 
present price is $2.05, and the quality 
much inferior to that turned out be- 
fore the trust was formed. 

The steel rail pool maintained the 
price of steel raila rigidly at $L'8 a ton 
every day since the steel corporation 
was formed. Previously, steel rails 
were selling well below $20 a ton. 

The rule has been that prices have 
advanced rapidly when trusts were 
formed If, as the steel trust litera- 
ture alleges, there were "great "econo- 
mies of production," the same has 
gone to pay dividends of highly water- 
ed stock, to offset heavy contributions 
to Republican campaign funds and to 
make up the $29,000,000 of clear profit 
that J. P. Morgan drew for the part 
he played ^organizing the illegal 
iteel trust. 



Sally Charges in Whitecapping 
Case. 

A dispatch from Carlisle Friday 
said: "Charging that they were tak- 
en from their homes in the dead of 
night on October 20, intimidated with 
guns and knives and then mercilessly 
beaten with switches and straps, Mrs. 
Mary Honaker and W. H. Scott have 
sworn out warrants for the arrest of 
three sons of Mr. Scott, and three 
other prominent farmers of Bourbon 
county. The swearing out of. the war- 
rants, which came to light only this 
morning promises to produce one of 
the most sensational cases in the his- 
tory of Nicholas county, as all of the 
people are well known and charges of 
a most startling nature are presaged 

"Those for whom warrants were 
sworn out are Hoard Scott, John Scott, 
Joseph Scott. John Bettus, Frank 
Crouch and Dawse Terrell. W. H. 
Scott, the father of the three Scott 
boys, and one of the joint complain- 
ants in the warrants is more than sev- 
enty years old and owns one of the 
largest farms in this section. Mrs. 
Honaker lives on the Scott place and 
it is said she and Scott were together 
when they were dragged from the 
house and beaten. 

"It is charged that the instruments 
used were switches about the siz of a 
buggy whip, and a heavy leather 
strap." 



STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES 



— David M. Look, a Kentuckian by 
birth, who has become a millionaire in 
Nsw York, has bought the magnificent 
Castleton estate of James R. Keene, 
the veteran New York financier, near 
Lexington, and will retire from busi- 
ness and return to Kentucky to make 
his home at Castleton. Mr. Look will 
not continue the breeding of thorough- 
bred horses, but wll use the place pri- 
marily as a home and devote some of 
the broad acres to raising a few trot- 
ting horses and to the raising of blue 
blocded cattle. The farm contains 
1,058 acres, and while the purchase 
price is not known here, it will proba- 
bly reach a quarter of a million dol- 
lars.

Circuit Court 



With Judge Robert L. Stout presid- 
ing the November term of the Bourbon 
Circuit Court convened in this city 
yesterday morning. Judge Stout's 
presence on the bench at this term is 
the first since illness forced him to re- 
tire temporarily to recuperate and 
from all appearances he has been 
greatly benefited by his enforced lay 
off. 

Col. Robert B. Franklin, Common- 
wealth Attorney, arrived yesterday 
morning from his home in Frankfort 
and was present when court opened. 

Following the call for motions Judge 
Stout swore in the sheriffs of the 
court, Sheriff A. S. Thompson and his 
deputies, '.W. V. Talbott, J. O. Marshal 
and Ernest Martin making the oath. 

The grand jury, which is composed 
of the follwoing, was then sworn, 
Clerk W. H. Webb administering the 
oath : 

Walter Kenney, foreman; J. B. 
Wood, E. C. Cleveland, W. R. Blake- 
more, Chas. D. Wilson, Geo. Current, 
Chas. Squires, Homer Hutchison, W. 
J. Calvert, Frank Collins, Samuel 
Mackey 

Judge Stout's instructions to the 
grand jury were of considerable length 
and in his remarks he touched upon 
al[ the most important points to be 
brought to their notice. 

After conferring with the peace 
officers Judge Stout stated that he was 
apprised of the fact that the con- 
ditions of the county were good, which 
he said was in a great measure due to 
the diligence of the grand juries at 
previous terms, in bringing to justice 
violators of the law. 

"To keep up the proud reputation of 
the grand county of Burbon," said 
Judge Stout, "this and succeeding 
grand juries must do the duty which 
they are sworn to do." Further, he 
said, there were laws, the infraction of 
which in numerous cases were disre- 
garded with the result that they cul- 
minated in offense of a more serious 
nature. 

Minor infractions, such as the illegal 
sale of liquor, violations of the Sab- 
bath laws, carrying concealed weapons 
and the laws for the protection of fish 
and game. 

Judge Stout urged the grand jury to 
investigate anything of this nature 
brought to their t knoweldge after they 
had disposed of the cases coming from 
the lower courts, which in a number 
of cases, the defendants were confined 
in jail, that the accused may have 
speedy trials. The grand jury then re- 
tired to begin its deliberations. 

Judge Stout then made a call of the 
docket when courc was adjourned to 
resume at 9 o'clock this morning, 
when the Commowealth docket will 
be ta^en up. 

Yesterday afternoon Judge Stout 
heard the case )f Millie Blakey, a 
colored woman residing in the suburb 
of Lylesville, who was arraigned on a 
lunacy charge, and ordered her taken 
to the Eastern Kentucky Asylum at 
Lexington.

After making a confession, "bo 
that he might stand aright before God 
and man," Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., 
was electrocuted in the penitentiary at 
Richmond, Va., Friday morning at 7:23 
o'clock, for murder of his wife. 

The confession was brief, containing 
but fifty-one words, and was not given 
out until Beattie had been dead nearly 
four hours.

The ministers and the aged father 
decided that the confession should be 
made public, and this was done imme- 
diately after the conference ended. 

Beattie displayed remazkabla nerve 
snd walked to the electt ic chair from 
ti e death cell with an unfaltering &ttp. 
BeatLie's conftssi-jn is a3 follows: 

"I. Henry Clay Beattie, Jr. .desirous 
off standing right before Gcd and man 
do, on this, the twenty-third day of 
November, 1911, confess my guilt of 
the crime charged against me. Much 
that was published concerning thf» de- 
tails were not true.but the awful fact, 
without the harrowing circumstance, 
remains. 

"For this action I am truly sorry, 
and believing that I am at peace with 
God, nv.d am toon to pass into his 
presence, this statement is made."

Slaughtering Season Closes. 

The season'for slaughtering turkeys 
for the Tbdnksigving market closed 
Saturday. Brent Bros., of this 
for the past two weeks have had their 
plants in^Patis, Millerbsurg. Flem- 
ingsburg and Carlisle going at full 
blast with the result that upwards of 
f.7,000 turkeys were slaughtered at 
theit pens in the four towns. At Car- 
lisle C.000 were Killed, 12.000 at Millers- 
burg. 10,000 in Paris and about 9,000 
in Flemingsbrug. The turkeys were 
purchased at an average of 12 cents 
per pound.and the large number which 
were delivered at the pens of the Paris 
firm represents an immense outlay of 
money, which was poured into the 
counties of Bcurbcn, Nicholas and 
Fleming counties. The fowls were 
practically all shipped to the Eastern 
market, for the Thanksgiving trade, 
the last shipment I being made frcm 
this city last Saturday when two ex- 
press cars left here cv^r the L. & N.

Is This Man George A. Kimmel, 
or Is He the Prince of 
Impostors? 



CLAIMS MEMORY LAPSE 



Weird Story of Man Released From a 
New York Prison Who Claims to 
Be Former Respected Citizen of 
Michigan Town. 



Niles, Mich. — The first picture shown 
herewith is that of George A. Kimmel, 
and was taken 13 years ago. The sec- 
ond is that of Andrew J. White, who 
claims to be Kimmel, and who came 
from Auburn Prison to prove his iden- 
tity to Kimmel's family. 

George Kimmel was reported to have 
died, and his mother and sister tried 
to collect $25,000 insurance on his 
life. Then the man in the second pic- 
ture turned up in the Auburn peni- 
tentiary and the insurance company is 
trying to substantiate his claim. The 
man has given some evidence of a 
knowledge of Kimmel's family and 
friends, but his supposed mother says 
he has also shown extraordinary ig- 
norance of some thing which he should 
remember; and she does not recognize 
him as her son, though she wUl not 
say he is a fraud without further in- 
vestigation. 

Thirteen years ago George Alfred 
Kimmel disappeared from Arkansas 
City, where he had been employed in a 
bank, though several years before that 
he had left his home in Michigan and 
had never returned to visit his family. 
From the day of his disappearance 
and up to a brief time ago when an 
Auburn penitentiary convict about to 
be released announced that he was the

Kimmel and the Ex-Convict, 
missing man his family and friends 
had no word of any kind from him, 
and the general opinion was that he 
was dead. Seven years after her son's 
disappearance Kimmel's mother in- 
stituted suit in the St. Louis courts for 
the insurance which she held on his 
life. A jury rendered a verdict in 
her favor and declared Kimmel to be 
legally dead and upon this verdict one 
company paid Mrs. Kimmel on a $5,000 
policy. Another company which car- 
ried a $25,000 policy fought the claim 
and carried the matter to higher 
courts. Meanwhile this latter company 
directed a conutrywide search for Kim- 
mel and finally announced to the court 
that the man had been located in Au- 
burn prison. 

Friends from this city went east 
after Kimmel, when word was received 
that he had been found and they ac- 
companied him from Auburn to Niles, 
having sent word immediately to his 
relatives that there wasn't a doubt In 
their minds as to his Identity. 

The ex-convict gives a rather hazy 
but not unconvincing account of his 
wanderings since he disappeared in 
1898. He said: "I left Niles many 
years ago to go into business at Ar- 
kansas City in 1898, and while In St. 
Louis at that time I was 'slugged' by 
hold-up men, and for a long time my 
memory was quite bad. 1 must have 
wandered much while In this condi- 
tion, and eventually brought up in 
New York. I have little to say about 
the trouble I got into which made it 
necessary for me to leave Arkansas 
City or the mlxup in New York, which 
resulted in my being sent to prison, 
but I was not responsible at either 
time, and I do not think that I should 
be Judged for that I feel better now 
than I have for 13 years." 

The man, who, by the way, was con 
victeu and sent to prison under the 
name of White, claims that during his 
years of prison life his mind was so 
clouded that anything he had to say 
as to his real self was regarded as the 
mere wanderings of an irresponsible 
person, and that it was impossible for 
him to proclaim himself as Kimmel.

CANADA'S ROYAL GOVERNOR 



The Dominion of Canada deeply ap- 
preciates the honor which has been 
conferred on her by the appointment 
of the Duke of Connaught as governor 
general and will give his royal high- 
ness a most enthusiastic welcome on 
his arrival. The distinction which is 
Canada's in having, as a representa- 
tive of the British throne, an uncle of 
King George will be more readily un- 
derstood when it is stated that never 
before has a prince of the royal blood 
been sent as governor general to any 
of the British possessions over the 
seas. The nearest approach to such 
distinction waa when the Princess 
Louise, daughter of Queen Victoria, 
resided in Canada with her husband, 
the Marquis of Lome, who was then 
governor general. The marquis aft- 
erward became and is now the Duke 
of Argyle. 

The Duke of Connaught is the only 
surviving son of Queen Victoria. He 
was her third son and the seventh of 
her nine children. His surviving sisters are Helena. Princess Christian; 
Louise, Duchess of Argyle, and Beatrice, Princess Henry of Battenburg. If 
so good a mother as Queen Victoria justly may be said to have had a fa- 
vorite son. then Arthur William Patrick Albert, Duke of Connaught, was 
that son. Just as the Princess Beatrice may be said to have been her favorite 
daughter. The duke was born In 1850, shortly after a visit which Queen 
Victoria made to Ireland, and it is due to an incident of that visit that he 
bears the name Patrick. In 1897 the duke married the beautiful Princess 
Louise, of Prussia, second cousin to the present Kaiser. He has three chil- 
dren.
